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Lawmakers Favor Johnson’s Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson had extensive sup­ 
port today in Congress for his 
decision to send 50.000 addition­ 
al troops now, and more later, 
into Viet Nam. 


Not all criticism was stilled, 
however, and some who ap­ 
proved called for more informa­ 
tion on the Vietnamese situation 
or cutbacks in domestic spend­ 
ing. 


At a news conference Wednes­ 


day 
that 
jammed 
the 
East 
Room of the White House, John­ 
son spoke to 250 newsmen and 
to the country by television and 
radio. He said he has decided: 


—To send to Viet Nam a new, 
helicopter-borne 
division 
and 
enough other troops to raise 
American strength in the em­ 
battled country quickly from 75,- 
000 to 125,000 men. 


—To increase draft calls more 


than IOO per cent, from 17,000 
men a month to 35,000. 


—Not to mobilize any Nation­ 
al Guard or reserve units at 
least for the moment. 
Today, Pentagon sources said 
the Defense Department proba- 
b’y will ask Congress to boost 
the regular U.S. military forces 
gradually by at least 300,000 
men through draft calls and re­ 
cruitment. 
It was learned also that the 


U.S. air attack Tuesday on two 
missile sites near Hanoi was 
partly responsible for Johnson’s 
decision not to call up reservists 
now. The attack was felt to be a 
strong demonstration of the “ no 
retreat” policy; without the at­ 
tack some mobilization might 
have been used to display na­ 
tional determination. 


Viet Nam dominated the news 
conference and set its somber 
tone when Johnson spoke of 


“ the most agonizing and the 
most painful duty of your Presi­ 
dent.” This, he said, is the duty 
of sending young men away 
from homes, work and happi­ 
ness, despite the tears of their 
families, into a zone of war. 
Johnson also announced the 
first big assignment for the new 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, Arthur J. Goldberg. It is 
to ask the international body to 
use ail its resources to bring 
peace in Viet Nam.

And in Saigon, South Vietnam­ 
ese Prim e Minister Nguyen Cao 
Ky took to the radio to hail the 
buildup and assure his country­ 
men the American troops were 
coming on an emergency basis 
and would leave when the war 
was won.

Johnson described the Mars 
picture as “ awe-inspiring.” He 
said “ the flight of Mariner 4 
will long stand as one of the 
great advances of m an’s quest 
to extend the horizons of hu­ 
man knowledge.” 


Before 
presenting 
special 
space agency medals to three 
top officials responsible for the 
success of the flight, he said fu­ 
ture history books 
may skip 
over the names of the projects 
but the names of the men who 
were responsible for them will 
be remembered for generations. 


Dr. Robert Leighton, the sci­ 
entist who described the pic­ 
tures to the President, said the 
photographs 
disclosed 
these 
features of Mars: 


—At least part of the surface 
is covered with large craters, 
as is the moon. This, he said, 
further 
enhances 
the 
unique 
quality of the earth in the solar 
system. 


—One of the pictures showed 
70 craters, from 
three to 75 
miles across.

4,000 More Students 


Dr. Martin Rawdin, president 
of the Bristol Township School 
Board, disclosed that approxi­ 
mately 4,000 private and paroch­ 
ial students would be bused by 
the district, starting in Septem­ 
ber. 


This will be in addition to the 


more than 6,500 public school 
children now being transported 
by the district. 


In order to meet the increased 
transportation needs, the town­ 
ship school district will either 
have to buy or lease buses from
